SOME STRANGE RESOLUTIONS, 


Which Have Been Passed by a Kansas Sub- 
alliance. 

Torxxa, Kan., August 9.—[{Special.J—A 
meeting of the Elk County Farmers’ Alliance 
was held Thursday, when the following extra- 
ordinary resolutions were adopted. 

It is the opinion of leading citizens that 
nothing like it was ever before evoluted by 
any alliance gathering in Kansas or elsewhere: 

Whereas, It has been shown that four-fifths of 
the homes through the entire country are under 
mortgage, and that the same are falling due in 
large lots every six months; and, 

Whereas, The loan companies and banks have 
all refused to loan no more money in Kansas; 
and, 

Whereas, An unrpecedented number of crop 
failures have occurred during ithe last decade; 
that where we have made a good crop the unjust 
hand of monopoly has been so well played as to 
make it impossible for us to sell the surplus for 
more than the cost of production, so that we are 
still left unable to pay out the mortgages. Now, 
thererofo be it 

Resolved, That we ask the president of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union of Kansas 
to immediately call a convention of tho people for 
the purpose of petitioning the president of the 
United States to issue legal tender treasury 
notes to the needed needed, sand 
to the people above mentioned at a low rate of 
interest, with the privilege of paying small 
annual installments on the principal until the 
whole is paid. and that the government shall be 
secured by the land above mentioned, thus re- 
lieving them from the iron grasp of the money 
power of the world, and giving them a chance to 
save their homes. 

Resolved, That we fully endorse the Cineinnati 
platform. 

Resolved, That we ask congress to pass a law 
making wing avers 3 that circulates as money, and 
all interest-bearing bonds taxable, so that the 
man of luxury and wealth may bear an equal 
burden of the taxes with the farmer.

VIRGINIA COLORED FARMERS. 


They Meet at Richmond—Sixteen Counties 
Represented. 

RicHmonpD, Va., August 9.—[Special.]—The 
Virginia Colored Farmers’ Alliance met here 
yesterday. Sixteen counties were represented. 
The only white man present was R. M. 
Humphrey, of Texas, general superintendent 
of the colored national alliance, who was made 
chairman of the meeting. The committee on 
credentials offered a report which was re- 
ceived, after which the chairman addressed 
the convention upon the progress made by the 
colored people of the south within the past 
thirty years. He showed the benefits to be 
derived from such an organization, and con- 
cluded with an appeal to the members to 
stretch out their alliances until they bring in 
every colored farmerin their counties. The 
afternoon session lasted several hours. 

On motion of one of the delegates a commit- 
tee of three was appointed to visit the alliance 
exchange at Norfolk and investigate its work- 
ings. The committee will do this in afew 
weeks. 

On Monday the convention will enter upon 
regular business, and it is expected George 
Williams, Jr., a prominent colored agricultur- 
alist, will address the body.

OHIO PROHIBITIONISTS SPLIT. 


The Trouble Grows Ont of the Fight in 
the Late State Convention. 
SPRINGFIELD, O., August 9.—Chairman 
Wilber Calvin, of the Clark county prohibi- 
tion central committee,and one other member, 
C. A. L. Stager, resigned yesterday. The 
party is split in the county, and as Calvin is 


one of the most prominent prohibitionists in 


Ohio, the split will probably extend over the 
state. The trouble grows out of the fight in 
the late convention over the one-sided plat- 
form. The letter of resignation charges the 
prohibition party with being an annex of the 
people's party, and that it endorses measures 
revolutionary and positively detrimental to 
the best interests of the whole people. Calvin 
isthe acknowledged leader of the one-idea 
faction and has a large following. 


George Carrying the Primaries. 

JACKSON, Miss., August 9.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports from the Copiah county primary indicate 
that George has a majority of 300 over Barks- 
dale. It is the largest white county in the 
state, and since the visit of Messrs. Polk, 
McDowell and Livingston, ithas been claimed 
for Barksdale by 500 majority. It has four 
votes in the legislature. Wayne county also 
went for George yesterday. 


‘THE HOT WAVE. 


The Thermometer Runs Up Into High 
Figures. 

New York, August 9.—The west is having 
a pretty warm time of it. Chicago reports 
today the hottest of the season, with the ther- 
mometer at 100. At Pittsburg the maximum 
temperature was 93. In St. Louis 98 degrees 
were recorded, with a number of prostrations. 
Kansas City claims 100. Jamestown, N. D., 
is cooling a little, but the temperature is still 
at 90, and the reported injury to wheat from 
blight at the rate of ten bushels to the acre 
comes from several counties. Bismarck, N. D., 
rejoices in 79 degrees, with the grain unin- 
jured and harvesting about to commence. 
Fargo, N. D., reports 72 degrees, and farmers 
claim that wheat is uninjured. 


SUBSIDLES NO MORE. 


The Mexican Government Has Become 
Economical. 


City oF Mexico, August 9.—There is no 
truth in the report of the resignation of the 
minister of finance, although what may 
happen in connection with’that office is un- 
known. 

A representative of the Spanish Transat- 
lantic Steamship line has been trying to 
obtain a renewal of the subvention. by which 
the line was benefited, but President Diaz 
will not recede from the plan for economy 
upon which he has entered, and it is con- 
sidered that the era of subsidies to railroads 
and steamship companies is past in Mexico.

A TERRIBLE UPHEAVAL OF NATUBE, 


Which Devastated Portions of Lower Cali- 
fornia—A Thrilling Story of the 
Scenes Witnessed. 


Yuma, A. T., August 9.—Reports continue 
to come in from the earthquake region at the 
head of the gulf of California. Two Cocopahr | 
Indians, of the tribe that live near there, ar- 
rived here yesterday. 

A THRILLING STORY. 

They tell a thrilling story. Early Thursday 
morning hundreds of mud volcanoes, thirty | 
miles off, burst into a violent eruption. The 
air grew denser, and many infants were suffo- 
cated. At last a violent thunder storm cleared 
the air, only to show tidal waves approaching 
with frightful rapidity. 

THE RISE OF THE WATERS. 

The waters arose, swallowing up cattle, 
horses, grain fields and driving them for their 
lives to the top of the mesas, a hundred feet 
high above the river. The earthquake shocks 
then began. The fourth threw every one down, 
ceriously injuring many. The dust darkened | 
the air. The rumble of the earthquake, me 
Sharp explosions of the distant volcano, | 
and the bellowing of the crazed cattle, 
made an unbearable uproar, and frightened 
the Indians, who broke and fled wildly 
up the river. Tw only succeeded in reach- 
ing here, who tell the story. Others dropped 
exbausted along the route. 

THE RIVER OF FIRE. e 

Jose Perez, a cattleman from Lendo, and 
five men, witnessed the scene from the top of 
a hill to which they had escaped. They re- 
port that the tidal wave was fully 100 feet 
high, and also a riverof bluish purple fire, 
which was flowing down into the Colorado, 
near the gulf. This is undoubtedly from 
Sulphur mountain, which was set on fire by 
the volume of burning material thrown out by 
the volcanoes. Much property is damaged. 
Residences and all valuable buildings on the 
ranch of Charles Townsend, breeder of fine 
cattle, were leveled by the earthquake. 


THE COAL ON FIRE. 


A Serious Disaster to a Passenger-Laden 
Vessel. 

New York, August 9.~+[{Special.]— The 
steamship Cachemire arrived in this port last 
Friday evening with 160 Italian steerage pas- 
sengers on board. 

It was learned today, for the first time, that 
for ten of the eighteen days of the Cachemire’s 
voyage the vessel and all on board were in im- 
minent and continuous danger of the gravest 
character. When the steamer was but one 
day out from Marseilles, it was reported to the 
captain that the soft coal in the bunkers was 
on fire. He at once gave orders that the 
strictest secrecy should be observed, asif the 
news was spread among the passengers it 
would be impossible to avers a panic. 
Immediate steps were taken to quench 
the fire, but it had already gained 


serious headway. The pumps were put to 


work, and heavy streams of water poured upon 
piles of coal, and upon the deck above it. This 
was kept up for day and night for ten da 

and not till the end of that time was the fire 
entirely extinguished. The captain and crew 
were on almost continuous duty during that 
time, and were completely worn out. During 
the whole time none of the passengers had any 
suspicion of the danger in which they stood, 
nor did they learn of it until port had been 
reached. 1 


THE WORLD AB ROAD. ’ 


France and Russia Likely to Agree Upon a 


Trade Convention. 

Paris, August 9.--(Special.]|—M. Ribot, 
French minister of foreign affairs, will go to 
Lausanne at the end of this month on a vaca- 
tion, during which he will meet, either at 
Lausanne or at Lucerne, Ruissian Foreign 
Minister M. de Giers, who is also about to 
make a holiday sojourn in Switzerland. The 
meeting is the subject of much speculation. 
Apart from the Franco-Russian military 
entente already partially effected, M. Ribot, 
according te diplomatic report, will seize the 
chance to consult with M. de Giers on the 
menacing attitude of the dreibund zollverein 
towards both France and Russia. Yesterday 
evening’s North German Gazette frankly 
avows that the French foreign office 
has long suspected that the ultimate’ object of 
Germany in promoting the European com- 
merce league was the conclusion of tariff con- 
ventions with all the states outside of Eu- 
rope. 

A semi-official communication in The North 
German Gazette repudiates any design to 
isolate France orto interfere with Russian 
commerce, but the palpable result of the 
Zollverein in placing the parties to the com- 
pact in an advantageous position for the nego- 
tiation of commercial treaties with foreign 
states is dwelt upon. If M. Ribot succeeds, 
through his conference with M. de Gters, in 
effecting an economic entente between the two 
countries, it will greatly add to the repute of 
both statesmen. 

M. Constans, minister of commerce, ina 
speech at Argentuil, hinted at the withdrawal 
of the proscription of princely pretenders. He 
said the republic was open to all, but that the 
newcomers must obey and not command. 
Referring to the workmen’s pension bill, he 
said he believed that the plan could be carried 
out. In regard to the military forces of the 
country, he said France had found many 
milliards of francs for the reorganization of 
the army, and he had no doubt she could find 
many more. The army, he added, must be 
strong in order to make the nation respected 
by other powers. In conclusion he announced 
that he would introduce in the chamber a bill 
for the organization of the credit Agricole. 

Mr. Reid, the American minister to France, 
will goto La Bourboule mineral springs for 
three .weeks.

HE TELEPHONE WAR IN BALTI-" 
MORE. 


THE COMPANY PERFECTING ITS WORK 


By Putting in = System of Underground 


Wires—People Dissatisfied with Tem- 
porary Inconvenience, 


Battmors, Md., August 9.—[Special.]— 
The telephone war is on with all the vim, 
vigor and spleen that druggists can put in it, 
They have been threatening for some time, 
and one newspaper, which sought to make 
capital for itself, has been backing it. No one 
will deny that they have grievances that are 
real, but there is some little extenuation there- 
for. The telephone company, which has its ex- 
ecutive offices in the District of Columbia, hav- 
ing made a great deal of money in Baltimore 
erected a handsome office building of its own 
on St. Paul street. It also has nearly finished 
an underground system of conduits for carry- 
ing its wires, begun of its own motion, that 
has no superior in this country. For some 
time the transfer of wires from the air cables 
leading to the American building has been 
going on, but it will not be finished for 
nearly a yéar. At that time the company 
promises to have its underground system in 
operation, an all-metallic circuit instead of 
the partial one now used, from which the fry- 
ing noises and all other defects and dangers of 
the ordinary systems will be banished. While 
operating two exchanges during this long 
removal, the telephone people want to be ex- 
cused for the very poor service they are un- 
doubtedly rendering their subscribers. The 
bell bas tobe rung too often, the line is in 
use, is oft repeated, and the cutting off of 
communication during the midst of con versa- 
tion likewise of too frequent occurrence not to 
prevent the development of the habit of cus- 
sing.” 

But a yet greater offense that has 
been committed is the raising of prices. 
Formerly the charges were for a single wire 
$110 per year; for two persons operating the 
same wire, $60, and for three using the club 
wire, $50; now all are to pay the maximum 
price, be responsible for the instruments, and 
agree to other ironclad conditions, among 
which is one to charge all non-subscribers tolls 
for the use of the telephone wire, the profits to 
be divited between the company and the sub- 
scriber. The telephone people, finding they 
could not introduce the pay telephone system 
into Baltimore, where every one is hospitable 
enough to grant free use of his instrument to 
all who ask for it, waived that clause for a 
time. As they would not do the same for the 
others, the druggists combined, have gotten 
other merchants to sympathize with them, and 
already 160 telephones have been ordered out. 
It is hard to understand how the dealers can 
dispense with the very ready means of com- 
munication without great inconvenience or 
loss of business. The Chesapeake and Poto- 
mac Telephone Company shows no signs, on 
the other hand, of weakening. 

At the recent democratic convention The 
Sun sent its young men to interview the dele- 
gates on their presidential preferences.

MONUMENT TO COLUMBUS. 

Nobody seems to know, but Baltimore has a 
monument to Columbus, and, what is more, 
that next year the centennial of its erection 
will be celebrated. Thisis news tothe average 
Baltimorean even, for there has been some 
uncertainty aboat a plaster monument in an 
obscure place on the Hartford road that was 
supposed to have been erected to a favorite 
horse by some eccentric Frenchman. It 
seems now that one of the generals who came 
to America with Count de Grasse’s fleet dur- 
ing the revolutionary war was Charles Francis 
Adrain de Paulmier, Chevalier d' Amour, him- 
selfafamons general. He settled in Balti- 
more, became French consul, bought a beau- 
tiful country seat and made for 
himself a good name. He was eccentric and 
did put up a wooden monument to a horse, 
and strange to say that story, the evil that 
men do lives after them, the good is oft in- 
terred, eto. —8survived and his greater merit 
was forgotten. The estate changed hands 
roe times, the property was remodeled, the 
wooden monument disappeared, and only the 
simple but beautiful granite, covered with 
cement, remains. It was on an old estate ro- 
cently opened up by a street, beautifully ter- 
raced and converted into the beautiful Sam- 
uel Ready orphan asylum.

The 
negro went away, and young Currie went back 
to iplowing in the field, thinking no more 
about it. 

Late in the afternoon the negro approached 
Currie in the field with a gun on bis shoulder. 

The negro approached Currie and said: , 

will get you now.“ 

He then leveled his gun and fired, wonnd 
ing Currie and two hoe hands directly behind 
him. Currie ran in the direction of the hands 
to escape further injury, dodging behind one of 
the bands. Bastic pursued him, and after reach- 
ing the hands stuck the gun over the shoulder 
of one ofthe hands and discharged the other 
barrel, the whole load of buckshot taking 
effect in Currie’s head, killing him mstantly 

Bastic is at large, but the whole neighbor- 
hood has suspended work and is searching for 
him. If found he will never be. tried iu ang 
courthouse. 

Currie is the only son of the family, and he 
bore an excellent reputation. He was well

It appears that James Schweirninger and 
Joseph Hoyle, boarders at the house of George 
Mathews, in Phenix City, were in their room 
last night drinking beer, when Mathews, who 
is also a barkeeper, joined them. Scheweir- 
ninger chanced to spit on the floor. Mathews 
found fault with him, and some hard words 
ensued, and there was considerable of a diffi- 
culty, when Mathews’s wife entered the room 
and succeeded in quieting things and taking 
Mathews off. 

This morning after breakfast Schweirninger 
and Hoyle came across the bridge to Colum- 
bus, and ‘vere standing near a store on upper 
Broad street, talking, when they noticed that 
Mathews, who had apparently followed them, 
was approaching. He soon reached them, 
when Schweirninger remarked: 

4 “Mathews, you are no gentleman, or you 
you would not have treated me as you did in 
your house last night.“ . 

Without replying, Mathews drew a revolver 
and immediately opened fire on Schweirninger, 
firing in rapid succession. Schweirninger re- 
treated and was fired on four or five times, every 
bullet striking him. He is very seriously, if 
not fatally, wounded. He was carried to the 
hospital and is in acritical condition. His phy- 
sician thinks he may not survive the night. 

Mathews isin jail and refuses to talk until 
he is authorized by his counsel. When first 
arrested, however, he was much excited and 
stated to the policeman that he had shot to 
kill. 

The shooting created a sensation, there being 
many on the street. Schweirninger and Hoyle, 
from Augusta, came here about two weeks ago 
and had secured board at Mathews’s. The 
wounded man is about twenty-three years old.

Money is good for a great many things, but 
it cannot do anything in this matter of the 
soul.

It must be a siniess tor- 
rent. But where is the king? I see a 
great many thrones and a great many occu- 
pants, yet none seem to be coming down to the 
rescue. But after awhile the clock of night in 
Bethlehem strikes twelve, and the silver pen- 
dulum of a star swings across the sky, and I 
see the King of Heaven rising up, and he 
descends, and steps down from star to star, and 
from cloud to cloud, lower and lower, until he 
touches the sheep-covered hills, and then on to 
another hill, this last skull-shaped, and there, 
at the sharp stroke of persecution, a rill incarna- 
dine trickles down, and we who could not be 
redeemed by money, are redeemed by precious 
and imperial blood. , 

We have in this day professed Christians 
who are so rarefied and etherealized that they 
do not want a religion of blood. What do you 
want? You seem to want a religion of brains. 
The Bible says: In the blood is the life.“ 
No atons.cent without blood. Ought not the 
apostle to know? What did he say? Le are 
redeemed not with corraptible things, such as 
silver and gold, but by the precious blood of 
Christ.“ You put your lancet into the arm of 
our holy religion and withdraw the blood, and 
you leave it a mere corpse, fit only for the 
grave. Why did God command the priests of 
old to strike the knife into the kid, and the 
zoat, and the pigeon, and the bullock, and the 
amb? It was so that when the blood rushed 
out from these animals on the floor of the an- 
cient tabernacle the people should be com- 
pelled to think of the coming carnage of the 
Son of God. No blood, no atonement. 

I think that God intends to impress us with 
a vividness of thatcolor. The green of the 
grass, the blue of the sky, would not have 
startied and aroused us like this deep crimson. 
It is as if God had said: Now, sinner, wake 
up and see what the Saviorendured for you. 
This is not water. This is not wine. It is 
blood. It is the blood of my own Son. It is 
the blood of the Immaculate.

American Interests in China, 


It is vaguely rumored that the recent at- 
tacks upon French and American missiona- 
ries in China are the forerunners of a gen- 
eral uprising. A powerful party in opposi- 
tion to the government is said to be organ- 
ized in every province, and when the signal 
is given the present dynasty will be over- 
thrown. 

The New York Herald calls attention to 
the fact that the Chinese insurgents are not 
interfering with British subjects. When 
they attack foreigners they single out 
Frenchmen and Americans, The reason for 
this is supposed to be revenge for the French 
occupation of Touquin and the attitude of 
the United States in regard to Chinese im- 
migration. Itisa notable fact that while 
French and American war vessels have been 
ordered to Chinese ports to protect people of 
those nationalities, no English war vessels 
have been ordered there, and the English 
government seems disposed to take no notice 
of the threatened revolution. 

All this leads The Herald to surmise that 
England is knowingly aiding the rebellious 
party, with a view to entering into a new 
treaty with China under which the British 
will enjoy every possible commercial ad- 
vantage, while the United States and France 
will be left out in the cold. 

The effect of shutting out the trade of 
Chirfa wonld be disastrous in thé extreme to 
this country, but itis not easy to decide 
pon a policy that will prevent such a re- 
zult. From present appearances England 
has the inside track. One thing, however, 
is plain. Despite the odds against us, it is 
the duty of our government to send a naval 
force to China that will be strong enough to 
afford a reasonable degree of protection to 
the persons and property of our citizens, 
and, if it comes to the worst, inflict punish- 
ment for the outrages of which they are the 

victims, if no satisfaction can be obtained 
from the Chinese government. Treaty or no 
treaty, we cannot afford to allow any coun- 
try on earth to wantonly violate the rights 
of American citizenship. 

It would be well enough to let China 
understand that, while we are prepared to 
be snubbed in diplomatic and commercial 
relations, we draw the line when the Chi- 
nese begin a warfare upon the Americans 
now in their country. 


The Gist of the Silver Question. 


A correspondent of The New York Press 
—a paper wliose financial views are those of 
the money-sharks—gives the editor the fol- 
lowing dose of sound sense, the main facts 
of which have already been fully set forth in 


these columns: 

For over twenty-five years England has been 
trying to produce wheat and cotton in India at 
such prices that with these products of India she 
would be enabled to drive a portion of the wheat 
and cotton produced by our farmers from the mar- 
kets of Europe and fix their price in our home 
market. After the demonetization and deprecia- 
tion of silver in 1873 she enacted that gold should 
no longer be a legal tender in India. 

The result of the legislation of our congress and 
her parliament has been that from 1875 to 1890 she 
had been able to purchase silver bullion at about 
ninety-eight cents an ounce and coin it into rupees 
for India, the only legal tender there, at about 
one dollar and thirty-eight cents an ounce, 
thereby securing an. advantage of about forty 
‘cents an ounce over our producers of wheat, cot- 
ton, etc. While this has realized to England a 
profit of some fifteen million dollars a year, the 
result to our farmers has been a loss of hundreds 
of millions of dollars each year, because the price 
of their products has been based upon silver 
which had been depreciated by the joint action 
of England, Germany and the United States for 
the benefit of England especially and Europe gen- 


| erally. 


The farmers of the state of New York, for whom 
you should feel some little sympathy, while you 
exhibit so much for the goldbugs, have produced 
in the fifteen years referred to an average of 
about ten million bushels of wheat each year. 
Femembering that the price of silver bullion and 
wheat has gone up or down alike, you will find 
that your farmers have lost over twenty-five 
vents per bushel; but making the estimate at 25 
cents, the loss to the farmers has been $2,500,000 
each year; or for the fifteen years, $37,500,000. Is 
not that enough? Why continue to help rob your 
own people for the benetit of England? 

Heretofore you have persisted in saying that 
silver miners alone would be the gainers by free 
coinage of silver, and that they were alone its ad- 
vocates. n’t do it any more, if you have any 
regard for truth and justice. Of the many advo- 
cates of this righteous demand known to me, but 
few of them have any interest in silver mining. 

This is a brief and an accurate description 
of a situation that has cost the wheat and 
cotton-growers in this country millions of 
dollars every year for eighteen years. The 
Press prints the communication, and its com- 
ments thereon are marked by such an auda- 
cious attempt to wriggle away from the truth 
that we reproduce the main portions in 
order that our readers may see how an organ 
of the money-sharks meets an incontroverti- 
ble fact. The Press admits the fact, and 
says:

legal tender silver dollarfrom fluctuating all the 
time with the changes of our balance of trade 
with gold standard countries. 

No, you can’t jackscrew the value of thirty- 
two cents’ worth of silver up to 47% 
cents,or the value of seventy-eight cents’ 
worth of silver up to 81, by declaring that 
it is a legal tender for that amount when stamped 
and coined. The India illustration is an unfortu- 
nate one for the free-coinage-or-smash-things 
contingent. The American wheat farmer and 
cotton planter is suffering already from too much 
free silver coinage. 


There is only one thing lacking to make 
this picture complete, and that is the state- 
ment of the fact that Great Britain was pow- 
erless to rob the American wheat-growers 
and cotton producers until John Sherman, 
assisted by the republicans, committed the 
crime of demonetizing silver in this country. 
When this was accomplished—and it was 
brought about by a conspiracy as foul and 
as far-reaching as any in our annals—when 
the republican party had deliberately de- 
based the silver metal in this country, the 
robbery was begun, and not till then. Eng- 
land had the single gold standard for many 
years—since 1816, to be accurate—and India 
has always enjoyed the benefits of free 
coinage, but it was not until after the 
demonetization of silver by the United 
States, in 1873, that Great Britain has been 
able to buy Amercian silvereat a discount 
and employ chat discount to depreciate the 
price of American wheat and cotton. 

The conclusion of the money-shark organ 
is that the American wheat farmer and 
cotton planter is suffering already from too 
much free silver coinage. The wheat and 
cotton producers know that they are suffer- 
ing from the debasement of silver by the 
demonetization act of 1873, which took 
away its potential money value, and they 
know that free coinage will restore that po- 
tential money value to American silver so 
that England will no longer be able to rob 
them. 

The money-sharks and the goldolators 
may as well set their purses in order for the 
inevitable. The remonetization of silver is 
bound to come. 


Where to Draw the Line. 
The Rev. T. W. Bristol, of Beaver Falls, 
Penn., is a patient and a forgiving man. 
Mr. Bristol is willing to be persecuted and 
abused to a certain extent, but he has his 
limitations. 
When one of his flock, instigated by the 
devil, as the old indictments say, wrote of 
him that he was sharp as a tack,’’ the 
pastor pondered over the matter and then 
prayed that the hard heart of the erring 
brother might be softened. 
Emboldened by such mildness, Brother 
Myers, the subject of the prayer, wrote that 
Mr. Bristol was ‘‘cunning as a fox“ Again 
the good preacher submitted, and virtually 
turned the other cheek. 
Brother Myers then bobbed up with the 
charge that his spiritual adviser was ‘‘sly as 
a rat.“ Still the patience of the long-suf- 
fering shepherd did not give out. He merely 
shed a forgiving tear. 
But Myers made the mistake of supposing 
that the preacher would stand everything, 
and in his next epistle incidentally remarked 
that he was ‘‘deceitful as hell.“ 
At last Pastor Bristol allowed human 
nature to have its way. He rose in his 
wrath, tucked his piety and meekness out of 
sight, and with fire in his eye, proceeded to 
take a terrible revenge. He called in his 
lawyer, and brought suit against Myers for 
$2,000 damages! : 
After this nobody around Beaver Falls 
will be likely to trifle with Mr. Bristol. He 
has put everybody upon notice that he 
knows where to draw the line, and he is 
going to draw it on the man who charges 
him with being deceitful as hell.“ It is 
not a bad idea. 


How to Reduce Cotton Production, 


The paper of Mr. Harry Hammond, of 
South Carolina, read before the Beach 
Island Farmers’ Club, and published in The 
Augusta Chronicle, is a notable article, and 
the following synopsis of some of the points 
in it will interest many readers. 

Mr. Hammond masses an array of 
statistics to show that as cotton acreage in- 
creases the value of the staple decreases, 
There can be no doubt about that. 

But when the question of limiting cotton 
production comes up Mr. Hammond admits 
that it is well nigh impossible to solve the 
problem. Bankruptcy will not do it. Two 
generations have suffered from overpro- 
duction, and a third is following in their 
footsteps. Voluntary agreements will not 
do it. For seventy years our statesmen 
and agriculturists have advised the southern 
farmer to reduce his cotton crop and di- 
versify his products. 

What, then, is to be done? We must re- 
sort to legislative enactment. It can be 
made effective in this way, says Mr. 
Hammond: 

Each person proposing to plant cotton shall 
obtain beforehand a license for that purpose from 
the county treasurer, or other proper county 
officers, paying into the treasury in cash so much 
per acre (say $1.50) for each acre he proposes to 
plant, such licenses to be granted only during the 
month of February of each year, and for the crop 
to be planted during that year. The treasurer to 


keep, as a matter of public record, the names of 
all parties obtaining licenses, and specifying the 


to furnish each licensee witha transcript of this 
record, 80 far as it concerns him, to serve as a 
receipt against the collection of all other taxes, 
whatever state, county or school; to furnish the 
licensee also with a metal tag or stamp, bearing 
upon it the number of the lincense, and the 
number of acres for which it is given, the said 
stamp to be exposed in or near each field for 
which it is granted, to public inspection at all 
times during the crop season. The treasurer, on 
or before May ist next, ensuring to furnish to 
the trial justice, or other proper officers, of each 
township or minor civil division, a full transcript 
of his record so far as it pertains to that town- 
ship, to be open at all times to any citizen for 
| reference. This law to be enforced by a penalty 
_of $50 per acre forevery acre of cotton planted 
without the full and compiete observance of the 
requirements of this act, half the fine to go to the 
state and half to the informer and prosecutor. 
On complaint, the magistrate to order a survey.

taxed to such an extent by a paternal gov- 
ernment in the interests of variods classes, 
the farmers will now be allowed to tax 
themselves, : 
Let it be borne in mind that this pro- 
posed tax is not a tax on property—it is a 
license tax, a business tax. The acreage is 
a method of estimating the volume of the 
business. States and cities everywhere 
raise taxes by licenses on business pursuits 
and occupations of all sorts. A cotton 
acreage tax would be the same thing. The 
results, according to the author of the 
suggestion, would be as follows: 

1. It; would constitute an ideal single tax, un- 
rivaled everywhere for simplicity, uniformity 
and cheapness. It would remove the vexations, 
the inequalities and the cost of the assessment 
and valuation of property. Perjury and prevari- 
cation as to the ownership afd value of property 
would vanish, to the incalculable benefit of the 
moral tone of the community. 

2. All other pursuits and property being freed 
from taxation, a powertul stimulus would be im- 
parted to the developement and diversification of 
industries of all sorts, opening many new avenues 
of employment to our unemployed. 

3. It would be a burden to no one who did not 
voluntarily submit themselves to it. 

4. If it reduced the acreage, the reduction would 
fall first where it would work no harm: On the 
non-resident land owner who rents out his land 
at what it will fetch, who neither by his presence or 
his money helps his community, receiving an in- 
come without the sweat of his brow; on renters of 
land poorly equipped with means or skill to con- 
duct their work, sustaining now certain and heavy 
losses without hope of bettering; on the owners 
of land unfitted for cotton culture, who plant 
cotton merely because the momentum of this 
universal pursuit bears them with it. 

5. Should the reduction in the acreage not 
reduce the product it would certainly reduce the 
labor, and consequently the cost. : 

6. If the reduction of acreage reduced the crop 
the price would steadily rise, and could, with 
much certainty, be kept at about fifteen cents per 
pound. 

7. In this case the consumers of cotton would 
pay the thx, and as the south relatively consumes 
but a small part of her crop, the tax would be 
paid almost wholly by consumers abroad, the 
world over. 

8. If the price of cotton were enhanced a great 
impetus would be given to the establishment of 
factories in the south. The universal tendency of 
all industries toa minimum of profits would long 
since have forced the cotton factories of the 
world, for the sake of economy, to establish them- 
selves in proximity tothe cotton fields, but we 
have kept the manufacturers of foreign countries 
afloat, by furnishing them year by year with 
cheaper and cheaper raw material. By increasing 
the cost of the raw material, of which we hold a 
monopoly, the first, quickest and safest step 
would be taken towards making the south the 
center as well as) the foundation of the cotton 
goods trade of the world—a trade worth $1,500,- 
000,000 a year. Besides the choice of cheaper and 
better raw material, and the discount on its 
transportation—greater for costly than it is for 
cheap material—we have to offer cheaper lands, 
cheaper water powers, greater proximity than the 
north or Europe to the coal beds, cheaper labor, 
longer days, a milder and healthier climate, and 
cheaper and more varied food. 6 

The danger of foreign competition is ad- 
mitted in the distant future, but it is claimed 
that for some time to come, India and 
Egypt will be in no sense competitors. The 
increased value of the crop when the acreage 
is reducedis shown by our experience in 
1846, when drought and the cotton worm re- 

duced the crop19 per cent, and its value 
rose 99 per cent. 

Such a law as the one proposed would 
doubtless meet with strong opposition, but 
Mr. Hammond puts it in this way: I 
we are in earnest about this thing, why 
should we hesitate to give our agreement for 
this purpose, which all commend, the force 
and sanction of law?“ 

It willdono harm to discuss this new 
plan. A discussion will bring out its 
virtues and its defects, and give it life if it 


is good, and kill it if it is worthless. 


The Civil Service Reform Humbug. 

It is nonsense to say, remarks The St, 
Louis Globe-Democrat, that a great con- 
cern like the New York custom house should 
be conducted on a non-partisan basis.“ 
This is true, but itis both nonsensical and 
hypocritical for President Harrison to claim 
that he is carrying on his administration 
with an eye to the success of civil service re- 
form. Heshould either do as Mr. Cleve- 
land did—rigidly enforce the civil service 
reform humbug and seriously cripple his 
party, or he should show his opposition to it 
in a manly and straightforward way. 

The Globe-Democrat (republi@in organ 
though it be) enunciates the true doctrine. 
It is perfectly right and proper, says our 
contemporary, that the party in power 
should have all the advantage that can be 
gained by the skillful distribution of the 
patronage of that large and potential institu- 
tion. Such has been the habit of all parties 
in times past, and the country has endorsed 
it. There is nothing in the theory of civil 
service reform as so far applied to our poli- 
tics that requires one party to assist anéther 
at its own expense. The offices of the cus- 
tom house are valuable and iufluential, and 
there is no reason why they should be given 
to democrats under a republican adminis- 
tration or to republicans under a democratic 
administration.“ 

When the people elect the candidate of a 
party, they mean by their votes that they 
desire to place that party in power. When a 
president permits the members of an op- 
posing party to hold important offices, he 
nullifies to that extent the will of the peo- 
ple. Mr. Cleveland left a vast horde of 
active republican partisans in office and the 
result was his defeat. It is a defeat that 
ought to be a warning to all succeeding 
democratic presidents.

To those who 
are experienced in business, and familiar withi the 
causes which stimulate the growth of commerce, 
business enterprise and activity among a people, 
the wisdom of the plan adopted in this fair asso- 
ciation is plain. No more potent factor has ever 
entered into the development of the resources of 
any section than this, and there could be no better 
illustration of this fact to Georgians than the 
wonderful growth and prosperity of their state 
since the war, greatly due to this cause.

They are now making 
syrup out of them, a successful experiment hav- 
ing been made by a Mrs. Watson, who obtained.

Farmers who have syrup kettles are well 
prepared to get something out of the melons, and 
they are following up the experiment.

A STRANGE SIGHT ON OUR STREETS. 


The Methodist Churches Pass 
Resolutions. 


* DENOUNCING THE GITY AUTHORITIES, 


For the first time in the history of At- 
Janta, a large force of laborers were yester- 
day busily at work on the streets on the 


Sabbath day. 
It was an unusual sight, and as Atlanta's 


church-going people were on their way to 
ser they would stop in astonishment 
at the corner of Broad and Alabama streets 
and watch the large force of about one 
hundred hands busily engaged laying bel- 
gian blocks and track for the electric line. 

It was a sight they had never seen be- 
fore, and was in sharp and striking 
Contrast to that Sunday remembered of 
all Atlantians, when not a cigar, ciga- 
rette, loaf of bread or anything, hardly a 
glass of sodawater, could be bought. 

For a block and a half, on Broad street, 
extending from Hunter northward to the 
fire department building, the street was 
torn up for laying the track of the electric 
line and was utterly impassable. And in 
order that the street might be oleared as 
soon as possible, so that in case of a fire 
it would be passable and that free access 
to south Atlanta could be given the fire 
department, work was carried on yesterday. 

There is a law which says that a man 
“shall do no work on the Sabbath except 
work of charity or necessity,“ and to es- 
Cape the penalty imposed by this law the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railroad Com- 
pany petitioned Mayor Hemphill on Satur- 
day to give them permission to proceed 
with their work on Sunday, for as stated 
in the petition Broad street was blocked 
and the fire engines could not pass along 
it, and in case of a fire would lose valua- 
ble time in getting to it. 
Before taking any action on the 

petition Mayor Hemphill consulted with 
several members of the council 
about the matter. After taking all 
things into consideration, they thought 
it best that the work be finished as soon 
as possible. Accordingly Mayor Hemphill 
signed the petition, and— 

Yesterday the force of about one hundred 
hands went to work on Broad street about 
7 o'clock. 

The sound of hammers beating rock, the 
.clanging of the iron as it was placed in 
position, the coarse hum of the laborers, 
voices, and one hundred begrimed labor- 
» ers digging in the dirt and laying belgian 
blocks and street car tracks—were sights 
to Atlatians.

Rumors of the work were carried by the 
church-goers to the churches, and at one

nounced.

The Protests Begin. 

In his sermon at the Walker Street Metho- 
dist church in the morning, Evangelist Thomas 
P. Lietch referred to the matter.

created a strong effect on his hearers, 
and at the meeting of the 1890 club, the mat- 
ter was brought up by Rev. Mr. Lietch and 
Rev. Mr. John F. King, pastor of the Walker- 
street church.

Strong speeches were made against the ac- 
tion of the company, and it was denounced as 
being an outrage on the Christian people. 

Mr. Azmon Murphey said that it was a clear 
violation of the state law. 

“Any work,” said he, ‘‘done on the Sabbath 
which is not an actual necessity, is done in 
violation of the state law.”’

This caused some one to move that a com- 

mittee be appointed to find out who had worked 
and get a list of their names so that they might 
be indicted, and to also find out whether the 
foreman had an order from Mayor Hemphill 
or not, and if not to have him and all his 
bands arrested.

The order signed by the mayor, giving per- 
mission to the Consolidated Street Railway 

pany to work on Sunday in order to get 
Broad street clear for passage by the fire com- 
pany in case of a fire, was shown.

The Churches Act. 

The work of the 1890 Ciub created quite a 
sensation, and conjecture as to the work of the 
churches was indulged in freely. Every 
church nearly was crowded. The sermons 
were passively listened to. The people 
wanted to hear about the street work. 

And here's what they heard: 

Trinity Church Denounces It. 

The congregation and pastor at Trinity 
church spoke against the *Sunday work in no 
uncertain tones last night. 

Before taking up the night subject, the 
pastor condemned the Sunday work on the 
electric line as a scandal and an outrage. ‘But, 
he said, “it was no worse than the soda water 
and tobacco traffic that is allowed every Sab- 
bath. The road work on Sunday and the 
traffic in tobacco and soda water are pro- 
feesedly for the public convenience, but really 
for private gain. Sunday traffic and Sunday 
railroad building are allowed and engaged in 
only because there is money in both. The 
street railroad authorities and the Sunday 
salesmen ought to be alike prosecuted. They 
are law-breakers, and should be indictea by 
the grand jury. Itis time to put law and 
right above money-getting. As a city, we are 
morally retrograding.“ 

This resolution was then unanimously 
adopted by rising vote: 

Whereas, Work on the electric car line in At- 
lanta has been going on today, in defiance of state 
and divine law, 

Resolved, by the members and congregation of 
Trinity church, That we condemn this. unneces- 
Sary, lawless and sinful procedure, and demand 
that such a thing in the future shall not be tol- 
erated. 

Walker Street Church Acts. 

Walker street Methodist Episcopal church 
also passed resolutions condemning the work. 

After the close of the sermon last night, the 
pastor, Rev. J. F. King, made a few remarks 
emphatically denouncing the work, and then 
introduced the following resolutions: 

Whereas, There has been at work all day upon 
a thoroughfare of Atlanta, asquad of 100 hands, 
more or less, laying the track and wires of an 
electric car line, under permission of the mayor of 
the city. 

Résolved, That Walker street Methodist church 
in congregation assembled, declare hereby such 
work upon the Sabbath to be not only a gross and 
flagrant violation of the law of the state, but a 
shameless outrage upon the Christian sentiment 
of the community, and justly deserves the con- 
demnation of all law-abiding and Sabbath -observ- 
ing people. 

Resolved further, That it is the sense of this 
congregation that the action of Mayor Hemphill 
in granting permission to citizens of Atlanta 
under such circumstances to violate a state 
statute, as well as disgrace a law of the chruch, of 
which he is an official member, is inexcusable, un- 
warranted and criminal before God and man. 

Resolved further, That this church appeal to 
the grand jury of Fulton county to vindicate 
the law of the state by bringing the guilty parties 
to merited punishment for this flagrant violation 
of a plain and time-honored statute. 

Mr. Azmon Murphey urged the passage of 
the resolution in a strong speech: 

“I am a prohibitionist,“ said he, but a 
stronger churchman. I’m not mad, but I’m 
sorry. These men who have violated me law 
should all be punished and we will see to it 
that they are. We must call a halt. It will 
be claimed by the friends of Mayor Hemphill 
that this work was a necessity, but the 
mayor’s own refusal to allow it to be done on 
Whitehall street last Sunday was proof enough 
that it was no necessity. It was not only a 
violation of law, but a shameless outrage, The 
action of Mayor Hemphill is unexcusable and 
criminal before God and man.“ 

Mr. W. K. Booth, a member of the church 
said: 

J am not surprised at Mr. Hemphill, when 
he has 500 men selling his papers every Sun- 
day.“ 

The resolution was unanimously adopted by 
a rising vote. 

„Let's have the resolution published,“ said 
a member. Will TAI ConstTITUTION pub- 
lish it?“ : 

“I think they will,” came from another 
member. : 

“I want it published,” continued the first 
speaker, for I want it to go into print.“ 

“If you take The Herald you'll see it,” said 
Mr. Azmon Murphey. 

St. Paul’s, Too. 

The congregation at St. Paul’s also de- 
nounced the Sunday work yesterday and who- 
ever was responsible for it. l 

„Let it hurt who it will,“ said the leader, 
“let us denounce such a desecration of the 
holy Sabbath day.” 

And it was denounced by a rising vote. 

It was rumored that the First Methodist 
church had taken action similar to the other 
churches, and TAE COoNsTITUTION tele- 
phoned Rev. W. D. Anderson, pastor 
of the First Methodist, to ascertain 
if this was true. 

„Why,“ said Dr. Anderson, “I did not know 
that this work was going on I am surprised, 
and I expect if it had been known at our 
church some action would have been taken. 
It is decidedly wrong—very much so.” 

Mr. Emme! Talks. 

Nobody ought to kick about the work that 
was done today,” said Acting Chief Jake 
Emme! of the fire department yesterday, the 
street has been badly blocked for several days 
and was yery inconvenient. 

“Why, in case of an alarm from certain 
boxes in the city we would have to go several 
blocks out of our way to get to the fire, and I 
will be glad when the work on Broad street is 
finished.’’

Mr. Joel Hurt, of the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company, remained at home all day 
yesterday,and knew nothing of the story when 
asked about it last night.

THE POLICE HAVE DISCOVERED A 
SMALL ARMY OF THEM. 


Four Arrests Made and the Others Spotted. 
Several Burglaries Fixed on Them. 
Other Arrests to Follow.

And his ways are not past finding out by the 
Atlanta detectives. 

Quite recently large numbers of them have 
retired from their chosen profession and have 
gone into the coal-mining business. 

And now it comes to pass that a whole or- 
ganized band of these citizens are to retire 
from business and go into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. 

They have been prosperous, but they have 
not been wise and have come to grief. 
Three of this festive gang now languish 
behind prison bars and tho keen- 
eyed officers of the law the rest of the 
well-organized crew s , and will pull 
them at the first convenient season. 

How They Were Caught. 

One night last week an attempt was made 
to bnrglarize the store of Rice & Saxe, on 
Hunter street, at a late hour at night. 

Mr. Fermor Barrett, one of the correspond- 
ents of The Macon Telegraph, was returning 
home, and heard the noise made by the bur- 
glar and frightened him offjby calling for the 
police. 

The burglar—a negro boy of fifteen years— 
ran down Hunter street, closely pursued by 
Mr. Barrett and the policeman, and was soon 
captured. 

He gave his name as Henry North, and said 
he was from Macon and was one of a band of 
organized burglars. 

On the information given by North the 
officers proceeded to work up the case, and the 
developments yesterday show with what suc- 
coss. 

On Saturday night one of the burglars, a 
young negro man, who gave his name as An- 
derson Durham, was arrested on Decatur 
street. 

On being searched it was found that he wore 
two] pairs of pants, one of which 
had been missed from a store 
which was burglarized, and also 
had in his pockets a large number of soda wa- 
ter checks issued by Charles A. Smith, the 
well-known druggist.

WEST END COUNCIL 


Does Not Want Annexation—Resolutions 
Passed at a Recent Meeting. 

The following resolutions were passed unani- 
mously by the city council of West End at its 
meeting on the 3d of August: 

Whereas, A bill has been introduced in the 
legislature providing for dismembering the 
territory of West End; and, 

Whereas, It is manifestly unjust to the corpora- 
tion and tothe taxpayers individually in the city 
of West End that property holders whose proper- 
ty has been enhanced in value five fold bv paved 
streets, electric cars, schools, lights. all brought 
inte close proximity thereto by the taxes d 
jointly by tne taxpayers of West End, should be 

tted to withdraw and escape the common 
urden of taxation; therefore, 

Be it resolved, That we hereby express our con- 
demnation of this scheme, pledge ourselves to op- 

it, and hereby petition our representatives in 
the house, Hons. Clark Howell, John B. Goodwin 
and E. W. Martin, and State Senator Robert 8. 
Todd to oppose the bill. 

Resolved, furthermore, That, as the rapid in- 
crease of population of West End may necessitate 
further public improvements, the legislature 
be memorialized to so amend the charter as to per- 
mit the council, if in its discretion it is deemed 
necessary, to increase the rate of tax from 50 
cents on the $100 toan amount not exceeding 75 
cents on the $100 worth of property; and 

Resoived, further, That, to encourage the con- 
struction of electric street car lines in West End, 
the legislature be petitioned to amend the charter 
so as to require electric car lines when streets 
are paved with permanent pavement, to pave be- 
tween the rails of their track and six inches on 
the outside of each rail.

That isthe ground work of an interesting 
story brought from Blue Ridge yesterday. 

Arp has long been a resident of Fannin, 
and has never been in trouble before, His 
father was a twin brother of the original Bill 
Arp, and is one of the most  pros- 
perous and successful farmers in 
that section of the state. He 
has been a power in the county politics and 
was gratified a few days ago by seeing one of 
his sons elected sheriff. 

Hezekiah Arp has profited by his father’s 
example and training, and though only 
twenty-four years of age, has accumulated 
quite a nice property. 

Near him lived a family known as Bramlett. 
With one of the family, William Bramlett, 
young Arp had some business transac- 
action. A few days ago Arp was informed 
that Bramlett was preparing to move into 
North Carolina. Arp held an obligation of 
Bramlett, and on Saturday attached agyoke of 
steers. l 

The attachment angered Bramlett and a 
quarrel ensued.

“The Bible isa book of paradoxes. J. 
Crawford, of Georgia, has written a book on 
Christian paradoxes. Paul especially abounds 
in them. When, in an hour of depression, he 
said, ‘Oh wretched man that I am, who shall 
deliver me from the body of death?’ Paul ex- 
presses the fear on another occasion that, 
after preaching the gospel to others, he him- 
self wasa castaway. Compare this with his 
sublime faith in the utterance, I know 
in whom I have believed and am 
uaded that He is able to keep that which I 
ave committed unto Him against that day,’ 
or when he said, Who issufiicient for these 
things? Icando all things through Christ 

who strengtheneth me.“ 

Dr. Jones then announced his theme, ‘‘The 
1 of Man and the All-Sufticiency of 
God,“ or Man's Weakness when He Looks to 

Himself; His Mighty Power when He Looks 
to God.“ He divided man’s insufliciency into 
three heads: | 

1. In procuring his own salvation. One is 
blind or covered with leprosy in sin, or dead in 

_ trespasses. He could as soon restore physical 
sight, heal the leprosy or call from the grave 
as to save himself. 

2. His insufticiency in leading a Christian 
life. The world, the flesh, the devil, are his 
powerful enemies, and are too strong for his 
unaided strength. : 

3. The helplessness of man in seeking to do 
good to others. His personal appeals and per- 
sonal efforts sometimes seem utterly in vain. 

Dr. Jones next spoke of God's sufficiency or 
man’s mighty power through God’s strength. 

1. As Jesus opened the eyes of blind Bar- 
timeus, or said to the dead, Come forth,“ and 
the dead heard the magic words of its God, 
through the same mighty power man can open 
the blinded eyes of sin, cleanse its leprosy and 
raise the dead in trespasses. 

2. In attempting to lead a Christian life, just 
in proportion as we appreciate our weakness 
and look to the true source of our strength, we 
realize the precious promises. As they do, 80 
shall their strength be, My grace is sufficient 
for thee, e shall not be tempted above that 
ye are able to bear,“ 1 shall guide thee 
with mine eye.“ The example of John Newton 
Was cited—a most wicked person, and who 
afterwards became the most consecrated of 
men. Then there was one who, for twenty- 
five years, has been an ornament to the Amer- 
ican pulpit. Yet, even after he had been or- 
dained to the ministry, was taken by loving 
hands and sympathetic hearts from alow dog-

f 3. The N of God's blessing in 
Seeking to do good to others. This was illus- 
trated by the efforts of a motherhe had known 
whose boy had gone so far astray that friends 
had given up hope. Nevertheless, she prayed 
and labored until he was brought back. The 
young man is now in the pulpit and preaching 
‘the gospel by which he was saved. 

Dr. Joues spoke of one who is 
now a leading minister in an adjoining state, 
who, during a wild debauch at college, was 
puddenly brought to himself. He threw the 
cards into the tire, broke the bottles of brandy 
and came to repentance and faith in Christ. 

He afterwards learned that at that very hour 
his mother in a distant state was fasting and 
praying for her absent boy. 

Dr. Jones conciuded by alluding to the lect- 
ure of Senator Ingalls, in which he stated that 
the able and distinguished statesman spoke 
eloquently and graphically of the great prob- 
lems of the secoud century. 

He did not attempt to solve the problems, 
but merely stated them, and it is not surpris- 
ing that the gentleman who once 
stated that ‘the decaiogue and the Sermon on 
the Mount has nothing to do with politics,’ 
should not be able to suggest a solution. But 
the humblest child of God may stand in front 
of the great social, economic and litical
